Alternate Ballot Order (Senate Bill 25)
Senate Bitt 25 was'approved by the Governor on September 29,2OtB requiring th'e County of Los
Angeles to conduct elections using an alternate battot order for three years once the voting system
is updated. With the implementation of Voting'Solutions for Att People (VSAP), our new Ballot
Marking'Device wi[[ be abte to accornmodate the changes in the battot. The new baltot order witt
begin with City/Local offices. and measures and wil[ end with the President and Vice President
nominees.

Crossover Voting for No Party Preference Voters
lf you registered to vote without stating a'politicaI party preference, you are a No Party Preference
(ruee1 voter. For presidentiat primary etections, each potiticat party has the option to attow NPP
voters to request their party's presidentiat batlot. The foltowing parties witt attow NPP voters to
request their party's presidentia[ batlot:

NPP voters can request a crossover at any Vote Center. To request a Vote by Mait battot, voters
can fitt out and return the apptication on the back cover of this boektet, or comptete the online
application at LAVote.net.

Pa rty-Nomi nated Offices
lf you indicated a potiticat party preference when you registered to vote, you may onty vote for
party-nominated partisan offices for that particutar party in the Presidential'Primary Election.

The United States Presidential candidate is nominated by members of his or her politicat party
through presidential primary etectlons. However, a political party may a[[ow a voter who has

dectined to disctose a party preference (No Party Preference) to vote in that party's primary etection.

Voter-Nom i nated Offices
At[ voters may vote for any candidate for a voter-nominated office. The "Top Two" candidates at the
Primary Etection advance to the Genera[ Etection.

The fottowing voter-nominated offices for this etection are:'U.5. Congressionat, State Senator and

State Assembty.

A Write-in candidate wilt onty move on to the Generat Etection.if the Candidate is one of the "Top

Two" candidates in the Primary Etection.

Nonpartisan Offices
Potiticat parties are not entitled to nominate candidates for nonpartisan offices at the Primary
Election, and a candidate nominated for a nonpartisan oifice at the. Primary Etection is not the
officiat nominee of any party at the ensuing General Etection. The top two candidates at the Primary
Election advance to the General E]ection for the nonpartisein office.

A majority of votes cast (50 percent ptus 1 vote) is required to etect a candidate for County Board

of Supervisors, Judges of Superior Court, County District Attorney, City Council, or City Mayor. lf no

candidate receives SOYo +L, a run-off witl occur.

Do you need assistance voting?
lf a voter declares under oath that they are unabte to mark a battot that voter m,ay receive
assistance marking their battot by two (2) persons of their selection. (E.C.].4282)

voter Bill of Rights

You have the following:r'ights:
1. The right to vote if you are a registered voter. You are.eligibte to vote if you are:

. a U.S. citizen tiving in Catifornia

. at least 18 years old ;

. registered where you currentty tive

. not currently in state or federal prison or on parote for the conviction of a fetony

. not currently found mentatly incompetent to vote by a court

2. The right to votd if you are a registered voter even if your name is not on the list.
You witl vote using a provisionat battot. Your vote witt be counted if elections officiats deterrnine
that you are etigibte to vote.

3. The right to vote if you are still in line when the polls clos6.

4. The right to cast a secret baltot without anyone bothering you or tetting you how to vote

5. The right to get a new ballot if you have made a mistake, if you have not atready cast your
battot. You can:

Ask an elections officiat at a Vote Center for a new batlot,

Exchange your vote-by-mail battot for a new one at an elections office, or at your Vote Center,
or Vote using a provisional ballot.

6. The right to get help casting your batlot from anyone you choose, except from your employer
or union representative.

7, The right to drop off your completed vote-by-mail battot at any Vote Center in California.

8. The right to get election materials in a language other than English if enough peopte in your
voting precinct speak that tanguage.

9. The right to ask questions to elections officials about election procedures and watch the
election process. lf the person you ask cannot answer your questions, they must send you to the
right person for an answer. lf you are disruptive, they can stop answering you.

10.The right to report any illegal or fraudulent election activity to an etections official or the
Secretary of State's office.
